Claims 1-9, 11.12, and 14-18 are pending in tliis application. 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election with traverse of Group I. claims 1-5 and 9 and the species of 
6-(4'-trifIuorooxy-biphenyl-4ylH2.6-difluorophenyl)3,4,5,6,-tetrahydropyridine in Paper 
No. 5 is acknowledged. 

The following generic concept as depicted in claim 1 has been identified for 
examination: wherein Arl is a phenyl substituted by R1, R2, and R3: Ar2 is a phenyl 
radical substituted by R4 and R5m; m is 1; n is 2; R1, R2, and R3 represent halogen, 
cyano, nitro, alkyi, alkoxy, halogenoalkyi, halogenoalkoxy, and alkoxyalkyi; R4 
represents the group (I) -X-A wherein X represents a direct bond, and A represents 
phenyl mono-substituted in the 4-position by alkoxy, halogenoalkoxy, or 
halogenoalkenyloxy; R5 represents hydrogen, halogen, cyano, nitro, alkyI or alkoxy. 
The remaining subject matter of claims 1-5 and 9 in part and claims 6-8, 1 1 , 12. and 14- 
1 8 in their entirety are withdrawn from further consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
constituting other patentably distinct inventions. 

The withdrawn subject matter of claims 1-5 and 9 in part and claims 6-8, 11.12. 
and 14-18 in their entirety is properly restricted as said subject matter differs in stmcture 
and element from the elected subject matter so as to be patentably distinct therefrom, 
i.e. a reference which anticipated the elected subject matter would not even render 
obvious the withdrawn subject matter and fields of search are not co-extensive. 
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Claims 1-5 and 9 are objected to as containing non-elected subject matter. This 
objection may be overcome by limiting the claims to the elected subject matter supra.
